Thefe mountains are in the wil- 
dernefs, as we pafs from the old fettlements

but itis didicult to behold the mountains with- 
out terror. T’ne fpectatoris apt to imagine 


that nature had formerly iuffered-fome violent | 


convu fion ; and that thefe are the dif{mem- 
bered remains of the dreadful fhock ; the 
ruins, not of Perfepolis or Palmyra, ‘but of 
the world ! 

I remained with my family on Clench 
unc! the fixth of June, 1774, when I and 
one Michael S:oner were folicited by govern- 
cr Dunmore, of Virginia, to go to the Fails 
of the Olio, to conduct into the fettlement 
@ numer of furveyors that had been fent 
thither by him fome months before; this 
gountry having at this time drawn the at- 
tention of many adventurers. We imme- 
diately complied with the Governor’s re- 
queit, and condufted the furveyors, com- 
pleating a tour of eight hundred miles, 
through many difiicu'ties, in fixty two days. 

Soon after I returned home, I was or- 
cered to take the command of three garri- 
jons during the campaign which Governor 
Danmore carried on againft the Shawanefe 
indians: After the conclufiun of which, 
the Militia was difcharged from each gar- 
tifon, and [ being relieved from my _ poft, 
was folicited by a number of North-Caro- 
lina gentlemen, that were about buying the 
lands lying on the fouth fide of Kentucke 
River, from the Cherokee Indians, to at- 


tend theirtreaty at Wataga, in March 1775, | 


to negociate with them, and mention the 
boundaries of the purchafe. This Laccept- 
ed, and atthe requeit of the fame geutle- 
men, undertook to mark out a reid in the 
beit paffage from the fettlement to Kentucke, 
with fuch affitance as [ thought neceffary to 
employ for fuch an important undertaking. 

I foon began this work,having coliected a 
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iriver, on the S. fide. : 

On the fourth day, the Indians killed 
one of our men.—-We were bufily employed 
‘in building this, until the fourteenth day of 
Jun: following without any farther oppofiticn 
from the Indians; and having finifhed the 
works, I returned to my fami'y, on Clench. 
| Ina fhort time, I proced to remove my 
family from Ciench to this garrifon.; where 

e arrived without any other difficulties than 
fuch as are common to this paflage, my 
wife and daughter being the firft white wo- 
men that ever ftood on the banks of Ken- 
tucke river. 

On the twenty-fourth day of December 
following we had one man killed, and one 
wounded by the Indians, who feemed de. 
termined to profecute us for erecting this 
fortification. 

On the fourteenth day of July, 1776, two 
‘of Col. Calaway’s daughters, and one o: 
mine, were taken prifoners near the fort. 
I immediately puriued the Indians, with 
only eigtht men, and on the fixteenth over- 
took them, killed two of the party, aud re 
covered the girls. The fame day on which 
this attempt was made, the Indians divid- 
ed themfelves into different parties, anc 
attacked feveral forts, which were fhort]; 
before this time erected, and did much 
| mifchief. This was extremely diftrefling to 
the new fettiers, ‘The innocent hufbondman 
was fhot down, while bafy in cuitiva ing the 
foil for his family’s fupply. Moft or the 
‘cattle around the flation were deiiroyed. 
They continued their hoftilities in this mai- 
ner until the fifteenth of April, 1777, 
when they attacked sBovonlborough with a 
party of above an hundredin number, kii- 
led one man, and wounded four.—Toheir 
lois in this attack was not certainly known 
to us. 

On the fourth day of July following, a 
party of .bout two hundred Indians attack. 
ed Boonfboreugh, killed one man, and 
wounded two. ‘They befieged us forty- 
eight hours ; during which time feven of 
them were killed, and at laft, finding them-
